Mr. Dockery,
who I8 chalrman of the subcommittas fortho
Distriot of Columbin, will report his  bill to
the full committea on Monday moraing and
oxpects to have it in the house by Monduy
afternooa.  He claims that ho will save 8500,-
(N0 on the bILL thls year, and it Is charaoter-
istic of the democratiz party that the pria-
cipal reductions in the appropriations are
muadoe in providing for freo sctiools in the Dis-
trict of Columbia. No less than 200,000 is
thus cut out of the school fund,

NEW CLASS OF AGENTS FOR THE RED MAN

—

Mr. Dingley, In n Resolation, Charges the
Democratiec Congress with Avolding
Real Issues—Silver Mntiers—
toeneral Washungton News,

_—

Wasarsarox, D, €, Feb. 27, —The house
today, in its consideration of the Indian ap
propriation  bill, authorized an nnovation
which, If concurred In by the senate, will be
of great intorcst to Incian agents and offl-
cors of the rogular army. After two hours
debate an amendmont, proposed by Mr
Bowers of  Califormia, was adapted, nrovid-
Ing that the president may dppoint oMears of
thoarmy to actas lnalan agents when vacan-
cles occur,

On mouon of My, Holman a furthor
amendment was adopted providing that such
army officers, while noting as Indian agents,
shall be under thoorders and direction of the
secratary of the interior.

How army oMcers will receive this fnno-
vation is a matter of great spooulation
Rmong congressnien todny, ns offlcers of the
regular army have always boon very jenlous
of their independent position and may resent
being transtferrod from the War department
unu placod under tho orders of the civilians
of the Interior department, There are many
representatives, however, who maintain that
the change will be a welcomo ono to tha nfl-
verd, and thav under the proposod regimoe the
Indinus will be muoch more fairly treated, It
is pertinont to state in this connoction thot
western army offieers have already con-
tended that the troubles with Indints for
yOuUrs past have beean attributable to the
ndian uwgents and the Indian problom wouold
never be solvod until the wards of the navion
were placod under the charge of the army
men and the War department.

Mres Bynum Presided,

The committes of the whole was presided
ovaer by Mr. Bynum of Indiana and tho
amendment of Mr, Bowers was the fieat one
today proposasd for the bill, On u standing
vore the committos agreed to Mr. Bowers'
amendinent—s3 to 40,

Mr. Pickler of South Dakota raised the
polut of no quorum. Mr. Wison of Wash-
ington  said that there was evidentiv a
quoram present,

The chalr roplied that thers was ovidently
A quorum preseat, but thac the enafr could
not vote them, The gentlemen must do thelr
om: voting, |Applause on the domocratic
sida,

On a vote by tellers, Mr. Bowers' amend-
ment, as nmendod, was adopted—yoeas, 121;
nays, 43,

Although the amendment was agreed Lo by
tho committee Mr. Peol of Arkansas gave
notice thut he would nsk a sepavate vote
upon it in the house, He thought that this
Wis tooimportant a matter to bo legislated
upon without greater, deliberation and con-
sh'mmlion than hnd been givoen to it.

I'ie committee then passed on to the eon-
siaeratiun of the clause appropriating £100,-
00 for the construction and repmur of Indlan
dny and industrial schools and on motion of
-Mr, Lynch of Wisconsin un amsndment was
adopted providing that all schoolhouses
erected under this appropriation shall bo
built. on the rescrvations or as near the
boumlarf of the roservation as may be
practicable,

Mr, Reed Presents His Views,

Mr. Reed of Maine presonted his views on
the Indian problem and advocated & propo-
sition Increasing by 100,000 the appropria-
tion for the edueation of tho redmen. The
Indinns must be educated as a whole, 1t
wins useless to tnke a child here and there
and after educuting him send him back to a
savage tribo to again bocome a blanket In-
dian. There were today 30,000 indian childron,
The Hovernment was educating 20,000, but
it was rich enough and sensible enough to
aducate all. it would be a fundamental
mistnko on the part of this nation to stop in
tho work of education. The people in this
country wers composed of manv races. I
forts mus® bo made to make them homogen-
ous and they must pe made one race—na race
thut had some idea of civilizauion and prog-
ross,

Mr. Peel made o sreech in goneral defense
of the bill, declaring that the committea on
Iudian affalrs had faithfully performed its
duty, and denying that it had inany way in-
Jured the Indian service,

Mr. Reed orfered an amendment, inoreas-
ing from #1,000,000 to £1,200,000 the appropri-
ation for the support of Indinn day and in-
dustrial schools, but it was lost,

Pending final action on the bill, the com-
mittesa rose and the house adiourned,

SILVER IN 1ie. i USE,

What Its Advociates and Oppononts Propose
to Do lu the Matter of Leglslntion.

Wasmixeron, D. C., Feb, 27.-—As the re-
sult of an informal talk between the throe
democratic leaders on the committee on
rules, Messrs, Crisp, Catchiogs and MeMil-
lin, a determination has been reached to
bring in aspocial order on the silver ques-
tlon. It hus been determined to make the
Bland free coinage a special order for March
1 or 2, although this may possibly be changed,
The parpose is to give the bill four days for

considerntion in the house. Within this
timo the bill 15 w be debated anpd
brought to s vowe. No order will

bo made fixing a time at which a vote
ehall be taken, at least for the presont, The
fact that the order only makes tho silver bill
A matter of special vrivilege for & hmited
[:erlod of time would perhans make It possi-

le for the anti-silver men to prevent a vote
by means of filibustering tactics, It is said,
nowever, that if necessary 8 rule would be
broughtin to bring the matter to a vote.
The rules committee is reluotant to fix n
time at which a vote must be taken, It is
thought by members of the commitiee that
fillibustering will notsueceod and that the
knowledge that a rule will be brought in if
novessary to check these taotics will be sum-
cient so prevent a rescrt to this method of
obstruotion,

It is at present the purposs of Represonta-
tives Cockran of New York, Andrews and
O'Neill of Massachusetts, and other anti-
silver men, to fight the special order of the
rules committeo at the very outset and en-
deavor to defeat it.  While it Is the purposo
of the rules committes to renort the order on
Monday, it is not intended to call lv up for
adoption by the house for somo days.

A large number of members of congress
woro in conference with the speaker during
thie duy, and all gave their opinions on the
silver question.

AL mooting after meeting the third party
fden was pushed, In the supromo counell of
the ailianea tho issue was drawn on a pledea
offered Lo support the action of the federated
bodies, The soutbern londors fought it buu
wore defeated. A proposition 1o reqguest
that all alllance congressmen should stay out
of all the old party cancuses was carried, de-
spito the efforts of Livingston et al.

Palled thie Wool Over Thelr Eyoes,

The committeo appointed to enll the na-
tional convention had bepgun to evideuco
somo  pecullar characteristics, ‘I'bis  com-
mittee consisted of Tervill, Taubeneck and
Bannlgarten, Tereill, its chairman, persist-
ently  neglected w  call the body to-
gether  to formulate n call,  Weeks
passed, but wo coll;  finully Taubenecl
und Bannigurten conferved, ond issued
the eall from Washington. In doing so St
Louis was selected, that tho conlference
might be near Konsas and Nobraska, two
strong allinneo nad third party states, and so
be strongly inluenced in that direction.
About this time Terrill began to *hedge’’ by
endorsing the call issued by the majority of
the commitiee,

Mauatters wore now o shaping themselves
that it was becoming necessary  to destroy
the fluenes of the routhern leaders opposed

of Georgin and Me(C'une and Terrill of Texas.
Here  the Wastiburn-Taubencck  party
showed its finesso,  With the aid of Post of
Gicorrria and J, H. Davis of ‘Texas the alli-
aueces of those Lwo states were so worked
upon ns to come to the support of the third
party, thus repudiating theirexisting leaders
and leaving them without a constituency, As
a vesult of tnis situation, which was planned
for und deliberately worked out, Watson be-
enme the roal leager of the Georgin alliance.

Signiicance of the Georgla Contest,

The anti-third party fechng baving thus
been practically stamped out, the steorers
came to St Louis and began thelr work hore
1o coutrol the coavention, 1t was known
that Liviogston was coming, threatening to
bolt if any netion contrary to his wishes was
taken, and herein lies tho significance of the
Georgia contest and tho row over it in tho
convention ball. Bul to that reference will
be made in ehronologienl order,

The leaders now o the city began their
work. They established outposts of confi-
dentinl workers to warn them of any oction
which might be taken by any ono of the nu-
merous orders embraced in the bLig as-
semblagoe. The steering committee, us it
may be called —the names have slready been
given—received reports from these sples cud
planned secordively. Tuu figst skirmish oe-
curred on the first duy, whon Hayes of the
IKniehts of Labor ettempted o make Ter-

rill ezar of the body by giviog him
power to appoint all  committees,
though hbe was unelther temuvorary nor

permanent chalrman, How General Woeaver
headed this off is alresdy o matter of history.
If tho seheme hid beon suceessful ivis koown
that Terrill would have appoiuted ouly anti-
thivd party men, and so he, McCune and Liv-
ingston would have beon in control. Weaver's
nction, however, put Murion Cannop o tho
chatr, and thus the Washburn-Toubencck
eloment were ggaln in the saddle, and then
came Donnelly's resolution regarding the
credentinls committee, and it was puassed and
the tonird party men breathed still more
frealy.
Fell Into the Thivd Party Trap.

The next schemo wus Lo spriog o row 1n
the convention and publicly show the south-
ern unti-third party leaders to bo without &
constitueney, This was done with the ald
of the (ieorgia contest onse. hres only of
the five state-nt-large deiurnmq appoin ted
by Livingston and his committee had arrived
in town. The credentinls committes filled
the vacancies with two thivd party men—
"ost and Branch, In the meantime the
national eitizeny' industrial alliance had, by
tho fine work of the steering committee, been
inducad to put on 1ts nutlonai delegation four
Georgin third party men., This, howevar,
wias not kuown to the Livingston elemont,

When tke contest report wos madeto the
convention, Moses of Georgiu, an aoti-third
purty man, fell inio the trap set for him, de-
manding toat the unit rule govera the newly
tixed delegntion as had been ordéred by the
Cicorgia state committee, of whieh Liviog-
ston was chalrman, The watter wis fought
out us already known, put when the stato
delogation cameto take formal netion ns a
state dolegotion tho Livingston men found
themselves in the minority, They hud, how-
aver, sprung the row in the convention, asnd,
without knowing it, had publicly shown
themselves without o constituenoey.

Carried Thom in ihe IRush.

The next step of these fine workers, who
had 4o far bad matters thelr own way, was
to create such a thivd party sentiment of a
public character ns to carry the anti-third
party men forward i the rush and so nre-
vent their volees being hoard, This they
did by still peoping Weaver and Doonolly
befora the body as targets, while they
homs elves, haviong secured appointiments as
sergennts-al-arms eclreulated umong the del-
egates, and passing word along to thelr true
anda tried men, kept iho sentimoent on their
side. 'I'noy bad pearly reached the consum-
mation of thelr hopes whan s sudden moves-
ment by "owderly slmost caused A stampeds,
On bls motion an adjourument of two hours
was tagen, During this thine the Willard
minority platform was hurrlealy put in shape
oud when the convention reassembled it woas
presauted.  Tnen ensued the confusion des
scribed in the desputches on the day of the
occurrence, In the mulst of it all Weaver
himself lost his bearing, out righted himself
Just io time to call 4 halt Ly demandiug to
kuow how his delegation bad voted bim,

Tho third party mon pulled themselves
together.
nlrtuo delegatious spont 1o consultation, the
so-called  sergenuts-at-arms, succeoded Im
passing the word to their friends.  Donnelly
gidod by bis speech in psmoothing the tangle
pod iu uo austant the platform was possed
with & whoop, The third purty schemers
had won. And so the spontaueous "‘upris-
g of the peoplo daclared for independent
politioal action, I did, but it was by tbe
will of the stesring committee v ho, led by
Washvure, "Taubencck, Weaver and Don-
pelly, bhad succoeded in making sentiment
mouths before the convention, and keeping
it lu sbinpe durivg wlithe hubbub,
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to third party action, especially Livingston®

During & fow moments in which
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
